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Surface Areas. Approximate South-Eastern limit of Northern Forest 
N Area. Excepting the Peace River, Grande Prairie and 
N p Fort Vermilion Districts, and the Valley of the Hay 
River, the area North-West of this line is chiefly forest, 
consisting of spruce, balsam, jackpine, poplar and white 
birch, with Lodgepole pines and Alpine Fir in the foot- 

hills and mountain districts. 
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Approximate South-Eastern limit of “Parkland Area”, 
or Transition between forest and prairie. This area is 
partiy forested, more or less conforms to the better soil 
belts, and is particularly suitable for mixed farming. 
Area South and East of this line is chiefly rolling prairie 
suitable for wheat farming and ranching, and produces 
special crops in irrigated districts. 
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
